Soviet Forces 22 Miles Northwest Of Warsaw, 


According to Communique Issued at Moscow 
—France And England Order Poles To Halt 
Counter Offensive At Russian Border 


LONDON, Aupr. 21. — The fortress of Brest-Litovsk is still 


in the hands of the Russian Soviet troops, a British war office 
statement of the Russo-Polish situation shows. The statement 
'says that the Polish main column is ten milea west of Brest- 
Litovsk. This disposes of yesterday's unofficial reports that the 
.(fortress haddbeen wrested from the Bolshevik! who were report- 
ed in wild flight. 


"The advancing Polish main line," says the statement, 


"now runs from Wyszkow to Jadow, to Wegrof to Drogitschin 
and has i-cached Janow. 


"The main column is ten miles west of Brest-Litovsk. 
"The Poles are advancing along the Bug eastward of 


Kohln."

"In the Brest-Litovsk region fighting Is raging on the ine of the Bug." 


LONDON, Aug. 21. — The Russians 


are throwing large reinforoemenj.8 in- 
to the sector north of Czechanof (45 
miles northwest of Warsaw) and their 
lines on that front are stiffening, said 
a dispatch from Berlin early today.

Bolshevist forces, it was learned from 
a trustworthy source today. 


The moment that the Poles 
turn 


their present counter offensive into a 
new invasion of Russia the allies will 
withdraw thoir support. This has been 
made clear to the Warsaw government 
by both Paris and London. 


In diplomatic 
circles here 
it is 


stiongly felt that the Poles, mindful 
of their bitter experiences after their 
first "march on Moscow" which brot 
them so near disaster, will heed the 
allied warning this time. 


The warning was conveyed to the 


Warsaw government by the allied mis- 
sions on thoir return to tho Polish 
rapitnl from Poaen. Poland was told 
in unmistakpablp terms that Polish 
forced must be allowed to cross the 
Russian frontier only in cases where 
military strategy makes it imperative 
for loaRons of safety or In order to 
turn the Russian positions. 
However 


as soon as their military objects are 
nehtovorl ,tlio Poles must return behind 
their own frontiers, they have been 
told 


It, was pointed out to the Warsaw 


government that should the Poles re- 
poat their march on Kief, or should 
the cries "on to Moscow" once more 
resound thru Poland aa before Trot- 
sky turnod thp tables on the Polish 
army, organized labor in both France 
and Britain would bo quick to bring 
the heavlost pressure on the Paris 
and London governments and charge 
them with supporting a militaristic ad- 
venture

To a large part -of the press such a 
suggestion is obnoxious since it denies the right of landowners to withhold 
from willing workers opportunities to engage in production. So we find the 
press engaged in discussing schemes to force laborers back to the big farms 
at wages lower than are now to lie had elsewhere. 


The Baltimore Evening Sun of recent date devotes several columns to this 


farm labor problem as it. exists in Maryland counties near the city. Ther,; 
are the usual complaints that the men insist; on short hours and demand $.1 a 
day. There is the usual indignation over the report that men who do useful 
•work are indulging in porterhouse steak instead of round steak, are riding to 
and from their work in public busses instead of walking, and in other ways 
are getting something out of life for themselves instead of merely slaving for 
others. The "blame" for this "bad, state of affairs" Is laid on the alleged high 
•wages paid by the factories.

a land system that allows and encourages concentration of ownership Into a 
comparatively few hands. This creates large estates which the owners can- 
not cultivate themselves. 
It also creates monopolies that take from ihe work- 


ing farmer so large a part of his product that his ability to p.iy laborers a liv- 
ing wage is seriously impaired.

from labor a part of its product helps to impoverish tin* fanner, strengthens 
predatory monopolies- and reduces fhrtb.<fr the farmer's wanf-payin power.
